Recently, I applied for credit to a 


major department store chain and I 
was rejected. I think I was rejected 
because of my ex-husband's credit 
record. Is this legal? We're not married 
anymore, why should I pay for his bad 
credit? 


By terms of the federal Equal Credit 


Opportunity Act, creditors may request 
and consider information about your 
spouse only when your spouse will be 
using or will be liable for the account in 
question. 


Since that is not the case here, the 


company may not deny you credit 
because of bad debts on the part of a 
former spouse, unless those accounts 
were in your name. If that was the case, 
then you were legally responsible for 
payment of the accounts and the bad 
credit record would be yours as well. 


In general terms, a creditor, may not 


use unfavorable information about an 
account you shared with a spouse or 
former spouse if you can show that the 
unfavorable history does not accurately 
reflect your willingness or ability to 
repay. In addition, the creditor must 
consider, on your request, the credit 
history of any account held in your 
spouse or former spouse's name which 
you can show is an accurate reflection 
of your credit experience.

discriminated against and the company 
will not reconsider or give you an 
adequate explanation, you may file a 
complaint 
witht the Federal Trade 


Commission or you may sue the 
creditor for actual damages suffered 
and for punitive damages up to $10,000. 


Either way, you should present your 


facts to an attorney and get legal advice 
on whether or not you have a case 
before acting. 


Is the school board or school ad-

Concerning the new traffic light 


system on 2nd Avenue and 24th Street 
— is it still legal to turn right on red? 


Police Chief Don Massey said it is 


presently still legal to make a right turn 
after you stop at a red signal at that 
intersection. But police may ask that 
the intersection be restricted from that 
law becasue of potential problems with 
the system. 


"That intersection might need to be 


restricted," Massey said, "because of 
the protected left turn light. What we've 
got now are people turning left from one 
direction, who think they have full a 
protected 
turn, and others 
(from 


another direction) turning right onto 
the same street. It could create some 
real problems." The chief said his 
department hasn't yet studied the 
question enough to make a request or 
recommendation. If it is decided that 
the red light turn should be eliminated, 
signs stating that fact will be posted in 
all four directions at the intersection. 


I would like to know why jobs are so 


scarce in Corsicana. I got laid off in 
December, two weeks before Christ- 
mas, and I haven't been able to find 
anything yet. I have three children to 
feed and send to school, and right now I 
don't have any income. Things like this 
can drive a person nuts. What can I do? 


While admitting that "there's not a 


job here for everyone," Willie Hodge, 
head of the local Texas Employment 
Commission office, said that on any 
given day his office knows of between 30 
and 40 jobs available in Corsicana. 


One problem, he said, is that many 


people seeking a job aren't willing to 
work at specific jobs, or don't want to 
start at the "entry level" position and 
work their way up. 


Another problem is that employers 


try and find people who will stay on a 
job once they get one. A person seeking 
a job who has a work history of staying 
on a job for only two or three months 
usually has more difficulty in getting 
hired, Hodge said. 


"If a person is willing to go on a job at 


an entry level and work their way up, 
and if they don't allow minor family 
crises such as the death of a distant 
relative or the minor illness of a child 
keep them home for days at a time, 
then that person has a pretty good 
chance at a job," Hodge said. "But 
employers need workers they can count 
on to show up, and that's what they 
seek." 


Hodge said unemployment locally is

below

average in December of 5.2 per cent, 
but LO exiict figures for Corsicana were 
available.

According to Sheppard, he 


was contacted by city worker 
Johnny Brown in regards to 
fixing the storage tank and, as a 
result, met 
with 
Ballenger 


about the project. 


SHEPPARD SAYS AT their 


initial meeting he estimated the 
cost of repairing the tank at 
$30,000 to $35,000 and explained 
to Ballenger how he would go 
about sealing the joints to 
prevent further leakage. 


Saying that Ballenger was 


satisfied with this figure and his 
work plans, Sheppard says that 
he then asked for another 
chance to look at the tank to 
come up with a definite cost for 
the job. 


Sheppard 
says 
he 
then 


reported back to Ballenger that 
the project would cost $42,000, a 
figure which he says Ballenger 
agreed to. 


Sheppard says that he doesn't 


normally 
require 
written 


contracts, but told Ballenger 
that because this was a city 
project he would like something 
in writing to safeguard the job 
should 
anything happen 
to 


Ballenger. 


Ballenger, 
according 
to 


Sheppard, told him he had the 
job, gave him a key to the 
storage tank area and promised 
to send him a letter confirming 
the arrangement. 


Sheppard says he met with 


Ballenger repeatedly to discuss 
the project and that Ballenger 
always assured him that a letter 
confirming 
their 
oral 


arrangement 
would 
be for- 


thcoming. 


BECAUSE 
OF 
HIS C9m- 


mitment to the Corsicana job, 
Sheppard says, he turned down 
several other roofing jobs and 
farmed out others to roofers 
looking for work. In addition, he 
says that where he had two 
crews working on a project at 
Fairfield, he was planning on 
doing the Corsicana job with 
only himself and two or three 
other men to make sure the job 
was done right. 


But, Monday night, Sheppard 


says his wife told him that 
Ballenger had called to tell him 
he no longer had the job with the 
city. 


Sheppard says that'when he 


called 
Ballenger, 
the 
city 


manager told him that he had 
taken three city commissioners 
down to the storage tank with 
the city engineer and that they 
'"hit the ceiling'" when told of 
Sheppard's price. 


By this time, Sheppard says, 


he had dropped his fee to $41,000 
at Ballenger's request to help 
the city manager keep the 
project under a $50,000 ceiling, 
including supplies. 


"I told him how to fix it step- 


by-step," Sheppard says, ad- 
ding he had "let my men and 
jobs go so Icould get down there 
and do it myself." 


Sheppard says that he met 


with Mayor Sue Youngblood 
Tuesday 
morning and they 


called Commissioners Wayne 
Norris and Gene Johnson, who 
both said that they hadn't been 
with Ballenger in the storage 
tank. 


FURTHERMORE, 
SHEP- 


PARD says that at the Tuesday 
commission meeting he talked 
with 
Commissioners H.R. 


Stroube 
Jr. 
and 
R.A. 


Armistead, who also said they 
had not been with Ballenger at 
the storage tank. 


Meeting with the Mayor and 


Ballenger after the meeting, 
Sheppard says the exchange 
became 
so 
heated 
that 


Ballenger called for policemen 
to come to the office to make 
sure Sheppard left. 


During 
this 
exchange, 


Sheppard says, Ballenger said 
that Sheppard's initial estimate 
was $20,000 to $25,000, which 
prompted Sheppard's comment 
that "There's no need going any 
further if you're going to lie 
about it." 


Ballenger said Wednesday 


that Brown was present at the 
meeting and would confirm the 
$25,000 offer. 


Furthermore, 
Mrs. 


Youngblood 
concurs 
with 


Sheppard that Brown appeared 
Tuesday at the close of the 
discussion and told Sheppard 
that his initial offer was $25,000. 


SHEPPARD SAYS HE then 


told Brown "I told them you 
wouldn't lie to keep your job, 
but I was wrong." 


Brown, Ballenger and Mrs 


Youngblood 
all 
agree 
tha 


Sheppard was highly excited 
during the Tuesday meeting, 
and that it became apparent 
soon no remedy would be found 
at that time. 


Sheppard says that Ballenger 


also pointed out that '"You 
didn't have a contract,'" but 
that he replied by asking the 
city manager "Do you have to 
have a contract to make you 
honest?" 


Ballenger said Wednesday 


that "Until something is put in 
writing, there's not a deal, 
especially if both sides want the 
contract." 


After 
leaving 
Ballenger's 


office, 
Sheppard 
says Mrs. 


Youngblood offered to pay any 
expenses incurred by Sheppard 
in his dealings with the city. But 
the contractor points out he was 
only "out a couple hundred 
dollars" on expenses as opposed 
to the amount of money he lost 
by letting other jobs go in order 
to handle the storage tank job. 


MRS. YOUNGBLOOD says 


she told Sheppard to prepare a 
list of "actual expenses you can 
substantiate" to present to the 
full commission for its con- 
sideration. 


"Why would they offer to pay 


for my expenses on materials 
and why would they give me a 
key if I didn't have the job?" 
Sheppard wonders. 


Sheppard says that city of- 


ficials know Ballenger lied to 
him about the job but they're 
"letting him get by" because of 
the $30,000 he will save the city 
by fixing the tank himself. 


But, pointing to his own 30 


years of experience 
in the 


roofing and sealing business, 
Sheppard says the city may not 
be gaining anything if it lets 
inexperienced people do the job.

Walker says Governor's plan 
would hurt Navarro College

Two recommendations currently 


being considered in Austin, if passed, 
would "severely damage" operations 
at Navarro College and other Texas 
junior and community colleges, ac- 
cording to Navarre President Kenneth 
Walker. 


In discussing proposals for the 


biennial financing of Texas two-year 
colleges, 
Dr. 
Walker 
said 
the 


elimination of off-campus instruction 
and acceptance of Gov. Dolph Briscoe's 
financial proposal would damage 
community college operations. 


"The Governor's rates are extremely 


low," Dr. Walker said. "If those were 
the rates passed and funded, it would 
severely damage community colleges 
across the state." 


WALKER SAID community colleges 


need rates based on actual cost studies 
of operating expenses for the college, 
not figures arrived at by statistical 
formulas. 


The legislature now has three 


recommendations for that 
funding; 


from 
the 
Governor, 
from 
the 


Legislative Budget Board (LBB), and 
from 
the colleges. 
Of the 
three, 


Briscoe's recommendation is some $75 


See related stories on Page 4A 


million less than the total requests from 
college administrators for 1978, and $26 
million less than the total LBB proposal 
for 1978. 


"Realistically," Dr. Walker said, 


"we will probably receive the LBB 
rates." 


But a proposal from the chairman of 


the Appropriations Committee to 
eliminate funding for off-campus in- 
struction also threatens Navarro's 
effectiveness, Dr. Walker said. 


Currently, Navarro offers courses in 


Waxahachie, Mexia, Ennis, Fairfield, 
and similar towns. About 25 per cent of 
the college's 2,020 student enrollment is 
in such courses. 


"IF WE WERE TO take the selfish 


approach, we'd support this recom- 
mendation," Walker said. "The (ex- 
tension) courses create more paper- 
work and logistic problems for us. But 
what are the people who work all day 
and aren't able to come on campus for 
courses supposed to do if these are 
eliminated? 
This 
would 
deny 


educational opportunities to the 
working, tax paying adults who can't 
attend day classes." 


Claims that elimination of such 


courses 
would save 
money 
are 


erroneous, Dr. Walker said, because 
offering such courses in other cities 
allows the college to utilize existing 
buildings rather than construct on- 
campus facilities and costs the college 
less for instructors. 


"We pay $600 a course for faculty 


teaching these courses," he explained, 
"compared to a starting salary of 
$11,500 a year for a full-time faculty 
member. The full-time instructor could 
teach five courses at that cost, com- 
pared with a cost of $2,500 for part-time 
instruction of five courses." 


Dr. Walker said that current in- 


dications from 
House and Senate 


leadership are that the courses will not 
be eliminated, but the proposal is still 
pending. 


"WE DON"! THINK this will pass, 


but if it does, Navarro can expect an 
immediate drop of between 15 and 20 
per cent in enrollment," Dr. Walker 
said. 


The college also opposes a recom- 


mendation against continuation of 
contingency funding 
for enrollment 


growth, which has provided colleges 
with funds to compensate for increases 


in enrollment. 


At Navarro, enrollment for spring, 


1977 is 12 per cent over both spring, 1976 
and fall, 1977, which Dr. Walker says is 
one of the largest enrollment jumps in 
the state. 


Administrators are fighting for their 


viewpoint through efforts of the Texas 
Public Community & Junior College 
Association, which is made up of the 
presidents of all Texas junior colleges. 
Dr. Walker said each member has been 
given the names of representatives to 
contact to explain college needs and 
seek support. Recommendations for 
funding from that group are based on 
actual on-campus cost studies done at 
each institution, Dr. Walker said. 


"CURRENTLY, THERE is no 


contingency funds in the appropriations 
bill," Dr. Walker said, "so it no longer 
helps to have enrollment increases. In 
fact, this almost appears an effort to 
discourage increases. Navarro College 
will be hurt because we continue to 
grow." 


Dr. Walker said it is too soon to tell 


what the chances of having contingency 
funds added into the appropriations bill 
before final action is taken. 


Stephenson doesn't contest 
state welfare fraud charge

Stephenson entered a plea of no 
contest and was found guilty on 
Feb. 9 to a charge of defrauding 
the 
Texas 
Department 
of 


Welfare of $16,897. 


According 
to 
District 


Attorney 
Pat 
Batchelor, 


Stephenson was fined $100 plus 
costs, sentenced to one year in 
jail, probated for one year, and 
ordered to pay full restitution. 


The complaint was filed in 


Judge Rob Dunn's county court 
on Feb. 8 by Jeanine 
R. 


Mankins of the Investigative 
Division of the Texas Depart- 
ment of Welfare. 


The complaint states that 


James P. Stephenson "On or 
about the 15th day of August 
1976 
did 
intentionally 
and 


knowingly and with intent to 
defraud the Texas Department 
of 
Welfare...did 
appropriate 


and dispose of the property of a 
recipient of assistance." The 
complaint says that Stephenson 
received 
the 
money 
for 


providing 
medicine 
to 


recipients of assistance and that 
the medicine was not provided 
to the recipients in violation of 
Article 695j-1 Sec. 12 of the state 
civil statutes. 


The statute that Stephenson 


violated specifies that the of- 
fense is a Class A misdemeanor. 


Batchelor would not give out 


any details of the case saying 
that he felt if he did he would 
leave himself open to a lawsuit 
from Stephenson. He did say 
that .Stephenson did cooperate 
with the welfare department 


and did not hide any of his 
records. 


County Judge Rob Dunn said 


he did not know any of the facts 
in the case. 


"All I know is that it stemmed 


from problems with the state 
welfare 
department 
over 


welfare prescriptions. 
I un- 


derstand it was settled out of 
court and I just accepted the 
plea recommendation of the 
district attorney," Dunn said. 


Stephenson's attorney, Jack 


Smith, declined to comment on 
the case stating that he would 
prefer any statement to come 
from Stephenson himself. 


According to Mrs. Stephen- 


son, her husband is out of town 
and that he would have no 
comment on the case if he was 
in town.

Elizabeth Ann White of Cor- 
sicana and her family. 


John Duncan, TCLU director, 


Austin, today reported that in 
the opinion handed down by 
John A. James Jr., associate 
judge, the court said that 
Elizabeth, who last year was 
held in Navarro County Jail In 
connection with a burglary as a 
result of her confession, did not 
knowingly, intelligently, and 
voluntarily waive her privilege 
against self-incrimination when 
she gave her confession. 


The opinion by James said, 


"We have a fact situation where 


in 
the 
mechanics 
and 


procedures as prescribed by 
Section 51.09 B of the Texas 
Family Code were carefully 
carried out, however, we are 
confronted with this problem: 


"Can an 11-year old girl of 


average intelligence for her age 
with a sixth grade education 
'knowingly', 'intelligently' and 
'voluntarily' waive her con- 
stitutional 
privilege 
against 


self-incrimination when she has 
spent from midnight to 9 a.m. in 
the juvenile detention center, 
and where she has had no 
guidance from the presence of a 
parent or other adults or an 
attorney? 


We think not. In our opinion, a 


child of such immaturity and 
tender age cannot 'knowingly,' 
'intelligently' and 'voluntarily' 
waive her privilege against self- 
incrimination in the absence of 
the presence and guidance of a 
parent or other friendly adult or 
of an attorney."

Enough natural gas remains to fi 
gap in transition to new sources 


"Natural gas is a 
finite 


resource," says Warren Fulks, 
public relations director for 
Lone Star Gas Co., who adds the 
day will inevitably come when 
the gas wells run dry. 


Fulks says this day is not as 


near as some prophets of doom 
allege, however, though other 
energy sources will have to be 
brought into play at some point 
in time. 


Fulks says there is an 


estimated 550 trillion cubic feet 
of natural gas reserves as yet 
untapped in the continental 
United States so "We have a 
long way we can go yet with 
natural gas." 


Natural gas may go even 


further in the future than it does 
now, according to Fulks, since 
its deregulated prices are now 
approaching the cost of fuel oil, 
which will make that 
fuel 


source competitive with natural 


gas for new customers. 


Historically, Fulks says, the 


cost of natural gas has been so 
much cheaper than fuel oil that 
it was the industrialists' choice 
in most cases. 


Maintaining that there is 


about a 75 year supply of 
natural gas remaining in the 
country, Fulks says that Lone 
Star and other gas suppliers are 
studying other forms of gas to 
substitute when the natural gas 


is gone. 


Among these alternatives are 


coal gasification and the use of 
hydrogen gas, which is more 
volatile and dangerous than 
natural gas. 


Fulks says that one gas 


company currently has a pilot 
project near Chicago at which it 
is producing gas from coal. The 
problem 
with 
this process, 


Fulks says, is cost, adding that 
producers can convert the coal 


presently, but that "It's very 
expensive." 


Lone Star has an extensive 


network of pipelines and Fulks 
says that lines that can tran- 
sport natural gas can send other 
gases to customers as well. 


Fulks returns to the point 


though that all fossil fuels are 
finite and that other provisions 
must be made for securing 
energy. 


Future developments in the 


natural gas arena are only 
"buying the lead time" for the 
development 
of 
alternative 


sources of energy, he says. 


Among 
these possibilities 


Fulks cites nuclear energy and 
the harnessing of the world's 
tides while saying that the 
"daydreaming" being done by 
solar engineers hints at spec- 
tacular developments in that 
field. 


But the alternative energy 


sources won't take over over- 
night Fulks says and it will be 
the duty of gas suppliers like 
Lone Star to bridge the tran- 
sition from this age to the next.

Navarro College ag program gets involved

Navarro 
College's 


Agriculture program is moving 
out of the classroom and into the 
fields as the college shifts to a 
program 
that 
emphasizes 


practical skills as well as for- 
mal education. 


The force behind that shift in 


emphasis is Wayne Burkhalter, 
who currently heads the ag 
department, as well as teaching 
several of the courses. 


Beginning 
last 
spring, 


Burkhalter began visiting area 
high 
schools 
and 
actively 


recruiting 
ag 
students 
by 


promoting the 
college and 


promising a "hands-on" ag 
program that included doing as 
well as studying agricultural 
techniques. 


"The 
academics 
are 


necessary," 
he said, "but 


you've got to have a physical 
program to go along with those 
academics or you won't attract 
very many students." 


BURKHALTER, WHO WAS 


NAMED to head the program 
after Dr. Lano Barren resigned 
at the beginning of the current 
term, has seen his recruiting 
efforts pay off, with enrollment 
this year jumping from about 25 
full time students to 40 full time 
students. 
With 32 of those 


students freshman likely to 
continue at Navarro the 1977-78 
sophomore class and continued 
interest at the freshman level 
will mean that the program size 
will more than double in less 
than two years. 


A part of that increase, 


Burkhalter said, is due to a 
gradual end to the "agricultural 
depression" which hit the in- 
dustry and every college during 
the general recession of a 
couple of years back. But with 
jobs once again 
becoming 


available — and an interest that 
never 
really 
vanished 
— 


Burkhalter says he-holds high 
hopes 
for 
an 
expanding 


program. 


Currently, the college offers 


two 
degree 
programs 
in

Agriculture, one for students 
who wish to continue their

THE 
AGRICULTURAL 


TRANSFER PROGRAM offers 
an Associate of Science degree 
which is transferable to 
most 


of Texas' four-year colleges and 
universities. 
Burkhalter said 


that students enrolled in that 
course schedule specific classes 
according to the school they 
plan to attend to insure that all 
credits will transfer. 


The second program is the 


Farm and Ranch option, which 
offers an Associate of Applied 
Science degree and leaves the 
student with considerable "on- 
hands" training. It can also be 
transferred 
to a four-year 


college, but the student will 
likely need further academic 
courses because of the em- 
phasis on practical skills. 


Those course designs, made

South Park future'secure'

South Park Garden Apartments does have a future in Cor- 


sicana, according to two representatives of the Dallas-owned 
complex. 


Thomas Jackson, son of South Park owner Melvin Jackson, 


and Paul Landweymeyer say that the failure of the proposed 
sale of the apartments to the Corsicana Housing Authority does 
not spell the end of the apartments. 


They say that, now that the sale has fallen through, South 


Park Gardens Limited, the apartment's parent company, will 
begin taking steps to"putitintheshapeit should be in." 


LANDWEYMEYER TAKES ISSUE with Housing Authority 


attorney Robert Gladney, who said Thursday that, with the 
apartments staying in private ownership, "I don't know what 
will happen to the 150 apartment dwellers over there." 


Landweymeyer says this remark suggests that since the city 


is not going to own the apartments, they are doomed and the 
tenants will be out on the street. 


He says that worried tenants have besieged the manager with 


inquiries about the complex's future, but that their worries are 
unfounded. 


Landweymeyer also questions Gladney's claim that the 


Housing Authority "tried everything we could" to bring 
negotiations to a successful conclusion. 


HE SAYS IT WOULD BE "illogical" in a "business sense" for 


the South Park owners to pay a $29,000 early payment penalty on 
the property's mortgage. "You don't pay $29,000 to get rid of a 


business," Landweymeyer said. 


He adds that since the city was to receive a Housing and 


Urban Development grant for the purchase, he thinks the city 
could have paid off the penalty from this gant. 


Landweymeyer views the failed sale of the property as 


another example of problems South Park has had with local 
officials in the six years since it has been operating. 


Noting that the complex paid $22,782 in city, county and school 


taxes last year, Landweymeyer says South Park has received 
few services in return from local governing bodies. 


Landweymeyer says the owners have constantly tried to get 


the city to accept the streets at the apartment, but to no avial. 
Because of this, he continues, the owners are forced to spend 
money to repair the streets. 


THIS MONEY COULD be better spent on repairs to the living 


quarters, he says. He says the lack of cooperation from local 
governing bodies make it hard to "afford to keep the property in 
shape." 


"It took over a year to get the school to send a bus down to that 


property," Landweymeyer continues, adding that the county 
"occasionally grades" streets at the apartments, the primary 
local service the complex receives. 


In addition to the taxes South Park has paid the last six years, 


Landweymeyer also says the complex "contributes to the 
business of this city" through its payroll and by contracting 
most of its business locally. 


He also feels the city should remember that the 150 tenants at 


South Park are entitled to city services like other people in town.

perimental farm donated by 
Louis Wolens. In addition, the 
college is finalizing the lease of 
an additional 80 acres of land 
adjacent to the experimental 
farm, also from Louis Wolens, 
for use in the program.

Burkhalter's goal is for a 100- 
head herd within five years. 


But even with the new em- 


phasis on practical training, the 
academic end of education is 
still present. The department 
now has a classroom-laboratory 
facility, and degree plans for 
the first time are being used to 
insure that students take the 
courses most suited to their 
future plans. 


MOST AG STUDENTS, as 


well as several non-majors, are 
involved in the campus' Rodeo 
Club, which Burkhalter called 
one of his best recruiting 
devices. 


"The Rodeo Club has always 


been very active," he noted, 
"and with their visibility in the 
community, they are a big boost 
to the program." 


Navarro will for the first time 


sponsor 
an 
Intercollegiate 


Livestock Judging Team, which 


will go to Houston for com- 
petition in the near future. 


The 
program, 
however, 


works best as it endorses itself 
through cooperation with area 
farmers 
. and 
ranchers. 


Burkhalter said that as his 
students become versed in 
specific areas of agricultural 
training, 
he contacts 
area 


ranchers to see if those students 
can apply what they've learned 
in practical situations.

castration, health management 
in working with herds, and 
similar on-hands services. 


"We get a great deal of help 


from area farmers and ran- 
chers," he said, "and I've never 
yet had one refuse the offer of 
help.

But residents in the area of 


the proposed site, upon learning 
of the permit approval, filed a 
motion for a rehearing which 
was granted and which started 
Thursday.

HEARING examiner, expla- 
ined that the rehearing is 
designed to receive evidence 
which will be taken back to 
Austin for further sutdy. 


"A decision will not be made 


today," he said, explaining that 
the director of the Department 
of Health Resources will make 


the final decision on the permit 
application. 


Ennis City Manager Gerald 


Yarbrough was the first to 
testify Thursday. 


He said that the city's present 


sanitary landfill site has an 
estimated life of 12 to 16 more 
months. He said the city pur- 
chased the 123.8 acre tract of 
land in question following the 
first hearing, and that the 
proposed site was to be used as 
soon as the current site has been 
filled. 


Yarbrough said that the city 


investigated 
several 
other 


tracts of land which were not 
satisfactory either because of 
cost or because of proximity to 
residences. 


HE SAID THAT SOIL work on 


the proposed site was conducted 
by Southwestern Laboratories, 
and that tests showed the area 
to be satisfactory for a Indfill 
site. 


Yarbrough said other factors 


in the city's decision to pur- 
chase the proposed site included 
population trends and present 
use of the land. He said that 


most of the land in the area is 
used for pasture land, and that 
the area has experienced little 
growth in the past, and little 
growth is expected in the future. 


Melvin Bateman, attorney 


representing 
the landowners 


opposing the purchase of the 
tract a "conflict of interest" 
because the land was purchased 
from Billy Beasley; a city 
employe.

engineer hired by the city to 
study the site before it was 
purchased, testified that the 
proposed landfill will receive 40 
tons of garbage daily when in 
use. He said the expected life of 
the landfill is 33 years, based on 
the present population of Ennis. 


Hindman said that 100 acres 


of the 123.8 acre tract will be 
suitable for landfill purposes, 
but that "only small portions 
will be open for use at one 
time." 


He said the land will be 


returned to agricultural use 
after the landfill is closed. 


Hindman said the nearest 


residence to the proposed site is 
approximately 750 feet away, 
and that the nearest water well 
is 1,5000 feet away. 


He said that dikes and drain 


the land to be an "extremely 
excellent site" for a sanitary 
landfill.
